A new angle to the Doukhobor question is 
troubling the minds of a lot of unemployed men at 
the coast. It ix heing agitated by Mayor A. Wells 
Gray of New Westminster. 

Mayor Gray is protesting at the $15 a month 
relief program of the provincial government for 
married men. Says he: 

How can they expect a man and wife to 
live and pay rent on $15 a month when they 
pay $17 a@ month for the keep of a Doukhobor 
child? 

How can they expect a man and wife to 
live on $15 a month when they demand 80 
cents a cay from us as half of the cost of 
beeping a child in the industrial school? 

That is a way with governmtnts. They will pay 
morte to punish a babe for the sins of its parents 
than to keep life in a useful married man and 
woman. When it comes to keeping people in their 
own institutions they find it costs $40 a month for 
one child. Yet they think $15 is sufficient for « 
married couple to live on. 

The remedy for Doukhobors is not prison but 
education. The remedy for unemployment is not 
relief but work. There is no more demoralizing 
thing under heaven than compulsory idleness, 
without hope of end. 

Historians of the future will hold governments 
of today up to contempt for their failure to do any- 
thing more for the unemployed than merely to 
keep them alive. Men want to work to save their 
souls and keep their self-respect. With vast public 
works needed for the nations, and the micans 
within their power to create credit and finance 
peace projects as they would finance a war were 
one to break out tomorrow, the crime of the gov- 
ernments is that they have pursued a money- 
lender's policy of borrowing costly money to keep 
the nation poor and stagnant, instead of breaking 
the bonds of the money-lenders and setting the 
nation gladly te work.

A few years ago I had a platform discussion 
with one of the richest men of Canada. He lives on 
a princely scale, with vast interests. I shall never 
hope, even if fortune should smile on me, to live in 
a house as vast and architecturally beautiful as his 
stables. One of my little jokes used to be to drive 
visitors to a point where they could catch a glimpse 
of his stables After they had exhausted their 
exclamations about the magnificence of his house 
and grounds, I would break the news to them that 
that was only the stables He has his private 
gymnasium and private swimming bath on the 
estate. His entertainments are Augustan in their 
conception.

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Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


HOW TO PREVENT TOOTH DECAY 

After a great deal of scientific research many 
dentists have arrived at the conclusion that it is 
entirely possible to stop tooth decay in an adult 
mouth and prevent it almost entirely in children 
simply by using the right foods to nourish the 
teeth and xercise them propertly; also, by regular 
dental attention, to insure that the teeth are 
properly formed and placed and to make certain 
that the first indication of decay is promptly 
treated. 

The tooth is undoubtedly meant by nature to 
stay in a perfect condition for as long a time as one 
must eat to live. The use of the right foods is 
believed to promote a normal saliva which is in 
itself a great tooth saver and protector. Three are 
a number of dentists who have never had any 
more decay in their teeth after learning the right 
diet and care of their teeth. 

It is becoming more and more apparent that 
the best way to produce grown people with perfect 
teeth is to first start with children who are properly 
nourished before birth so that the teeth, jaws, and 
supporting tissues are correctly formed. The next 
step is to feed the children such a good diet during 
the bone-building and teeth-growing years that the 
second teeth, as well as the first, will remain in 
good condition. Another important step is to have 
the child receive dental care at regular intervais 
so that any small cavities which show up are 
repaired before they penetrate deeply into the 
dentin. A third step is to teach the child to chew 
well and like the foods which give the teeth some 
daily exercise; and a fourth is to keep the teeth 
as clean as possible by proper brushing morning 
and evening. 

Many modern dentists are excellent dietitians 
due to the research made by déntal scientists and 
they uphold my own experience which is that it is 
important that children do not get too much of the 
starchy foods, such as bread, mush, cookies, etc. 
which tend to form a pasty layer on the teeth 
which many investigators believe leads to fer- 
mentation and to the fornfation of an acid which 
eats away the enamel. Raw vegetables and raw 
fruits act entirely the opposite, serving as tooth 
cleansers 


In a series of interesting experiments with rats 
it was found that scientists could produce either 
good or bad teeth by the diet used. A diet with 
plenty of calcium and phosphorous, with enough 
vitamin D to enable the body to use these minerals, 
was found to come very close to entirely prevent- 
ing too: decay. When it was wished to experi- 
mentally produce cavities in the teeth of the rats, 
they were fed a diet lacking in these substances. 
Vitamin D has been found by many investigators 
to stop the development of new decay in children 
poor teeth and is in some cases powerful 
enovgh to keep the old decayed spots from getting 
larger.

An outline of a diet which has been found to 
be good for the teeth of children is, each day to 
use: One head of lettuce, one egg, some meat, milk, 
raw vegetable salad, helping of fruit, cooked vege- 
tables, and a gldssfull of orange juice with the juice 
of one lemon added. This diet also helps to clear 
up ‘some gum troubles as pyorrhea. With a diet 
similar to this, the teeth of adults, also shovld 
remain in good condition. Many cases have been 
observed where patients on this diet actually had 
teeth improve to the point where no further decay 
developed even though it had been present before
